CHAPTEE L 

6 Ue vondPiefh thu the?/ hate so 
soon Ipjt h.m and the gospel 8 and 
bti ih tho^Q thdt j^cacli utw 
other (mpel than he did il He 
learned the gospel not of men. hut 
of &od 11 and shewetk what he 
i ^s before his calling, Hand what 
he did pi esently u^ter it, 

P ATJL, an apostle, 
(not of men, neither 
by man, but by Jesus 
Christ, and God the 
Father, who raised him 
from the dead ;) 

2 And all the bre- 
thren which are with 
me, unto the churches 
of Galatia : 

3 Grace he to you and 
peace from God the Fa- 
ther, and from our Lord 
Jesus Christ, 

4 Who gave himself 
for our sius, that he 
might deliver us from 
this present evil world, 
according to the will’ 
of God and our Fa- 
ther ; 

5 To whom he glory 


for over aud ©yer. A- 
men. 

6 I marvel that ye 
are so soon removed 
from him that called 
you into the grace of 
Christ unto another 
gospel : 

7 Which is not an- 
other; but there be 
some Ijiat trouble you, 
and would pervert the’ 
gospel of Christ. 

8 But though we, or 
an angel from heaven, 
preach any other gos- 
pel unto you than that 
which we have preach- 
ed unto you, let him be 
accursed, 

9 As we said before, 
so say I now again, If 
any man preach any 
other gospel unto you 
than that ye have re- 
ceived, let him be ac- 
cursed. 


n 
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10 For do I now per- 
suade men, or God ? or 
do I seek to please men? 
for if I yet pleased men, 
I should not be the ser- 
vant of Christ. 

11 But I certify you, 
brethren, that the gos- 
pel which was preach- 
ed of me is not after 
man. 

12 For I neither re- 
ceived it of man, nei- 
ther was I taught it, 
but by the revelation 
of Jesus Christ. 

13 For ye have heard 
of my conversation in 
time past in the Jews’ 
religion, how that be- 
yond measure I perse- 
cuted the church of God, 
and wasted it : 

14 And profited in 
the Jews’ religion above 
many my equals in 
mine own nation, being 
more exceedingly zea- 
lous of the traditions of 
my fathers. 

15 But when it pleas- 


ed God, who separated 
me from my mother’s 
womb, and called me 
by his grace, 

^16 To reveal his Son 
in me, that I might 
preach him among the 
j heathen ; immediately I 
conferred not with flesh 
and blood : 

17 Neither went I up 
to Jerusalem to them 
which were apostles be- 
fore me ; but I went 
into Arabia, and re- 
turned agam unto Da- 
mascus. 

18 Then after three 
years I w^ent up to Je- 
rusalem to see Peter, 
and abode with him fif- 
teen days. 

19 But other of the* 
apostles saw I none, 
save Jamds the Lord’s 
brother. 

20 Now the things 
which I write unto you, 
behold, before God, I 
lie not. 

21 Afterwards I came 
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into the regions of Sy- 
ria and Cilicia ; 

22 And \Yas unknown 
by face unto tlie cliUrch- 
cs of Ju tea which, were 
in Christ : 

23 Eut they had 
heard only, That he 
wliich persecuted us hi 
times past now preach- 
eth the faith winch once 
he destroyed. 

24 And they glorified 
God in me. 

CHAPTEE IL 

1 He shewpth lolien he went vp again 
ioJerusakm and fm what pur- 
pose ^ and that I dus was not cir- 
cumcised 11 and that he resisted 
Peter and told him the lea son, 11 
why he and other being Jetts do 
believe in Ginst to be lustijied by 
faith and not by wot is 20 and 
that tiny lae not in sin, who aro so 
juslijicd 

T hen fourteen years 
after I went up a~ 
gain to Jerusalem with 
Barnabas, and took Ti- 
tus Yith me also. 

2 And I went up by 
revelation, and commu- 
nicated unto them that 
gospel wliich I preach 
among the Gentiles, 


but privately to them 
which were of reputa- 
tion, lest by any means 
I should lun, or ha I 
run, in vain. 

3 But neither Tims, 
who was with me, being 
a Greek, was compelled 
to be circumcised : 

4 And that because 
of false brethren un- 
awares brought in, who 
came in privily to spy 
out our liberty Vvdiieh 
we have m Christ Je- 
sus, that they miglit 
bring us into bond- 
agef 

5 To whom we gave 
place by subjection, no, 
not for an hour; tlirt 
the truth of the gosp J 
might continue vnlh 

}OU 

6 But of these vilo 
seemed to be some- 
what, (who t soever they 
w^ere, it makdtli no 
matter to me : God ac- 
cepteth no man’s per- 
son ) for tliey who 
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learn of yon. Received 
ye tlie Spirit by tlie 
\wiks of the law, or by 
the hearing of faith ? 

3 Are ye so foolish? 
having begun in the 
Spirit, are ye now made 
perfect by tiie flesh ? 

4 Have ye suffered so 
many things in vain? 
if it he yet m vain. 

5 He therefore that 
ministereth to yon the 
Spirit, and wnrketh mi- 
racles among you, doetli 
he it by the works of 
the law, or by the hear- 
ing of faith ? 

6 Even as Abraham 
believed God, and it 
was accounted to him 
for righteousness. 

7 Know ye therefore 
that they wMch are of 
faith, the same are the 
children of Abraham. 

8 And the scripture, 
^foreseeing that God 

would justify the hea- 
then through faith, 
preached before the 


gospel unto Abraham, 
sayingf^ In thee shall all 
nations be blessed. 

9 So then they which 
be of faith are blessed 
with faithful Abraham. 

10 For as many as 
are of the works of the 
law are under the curse : 
for it is written, Cursed 
is every one that eon- 
tinueth not in all things 
which are written in 
the book of the law to 
do them. 

11 Rut that no man 
is justified by the law 
in the sight of God, it is 
evident: for. The just 
shall hve by faith. 

12 And the law is not 
of faith : but, The man 
that doeth them shall 
live in them. 

13 Christ hath re- 
deemed us from the 
curse of the law, being 
made a curse for us : 
for it is written. Cursed 
is every one that hang- 
eth on a tree : 
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14 Tliat the blessing 
of Abiaham might come 
on the Gentiles through 
Jesus Christ; that we 
might receive the pro- 
mise of the Spirit 
through faith. 

15 Brethren, I speak 
after the manner of 
men ; Though ii he but 
a maAs covenant, j^et 
if it he confirmed, no 
man disannulleth, or 
addeth thereto. 

16 Now to Abraham 
and his seed were the 
promises made. He 
saith not, And to seeds, , 
as of many ; but as of 
one, And to thy seed, 
which is Christ. 

17 And this I say, 
that the covenant, that 
v\^as confirmed before of 
God in Christ, the law, 
which was four hun- 
dred and thirty years 
after, camiot disannul, 
that it should mal^e 
the promise of none 
efect 


18 For if the inhe- 
ritance he of the law, 
ii is no more of pro- 
mise : but God gave ii 
to Abraham by pro- 
mise. 

19 Wherefore then 
serveth the law? It was 
added because of trans- 
gressions, till the seed 
should come to whom 
the promise was made ; 
and ii was ordained by 
angels in the hand of 
a mediator. 

20 Now a mediator is 
not a mediator of one, 
but God is one. 

21 Is the law then 
against the promises of 
God? God forbid: for 
if there had been a law 
given which could have 
given life, verily righ- 
teousness should have 
been by the law. 

22 But the scripture 
hath concluded all 
under sin, that the 
promise by faith of 
Jesus Christ might be 
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given to tliem that be- 
lieve. 

23 But before faith 
eame, we were kept tm- 
der the law, shut up 
unto the faith which 
should afterwards be 
revealed. 

24 Wherefore the law 
was OUT schoolmaster 
to hing us unto Christ, 
that we might be jus- 
tified by faith. 

25 But after that faith 
is come, we are no 
longer under a school- 
master. 

26 For ye are all the 
cliilciren of God by faith 
in Christ Jesus. 

27 For as many of 
you as have been bap- 
tized into Christ have 
put on Christ. 

28 There is neither 
Jew nor Greek, there 

» is neither bond nor free, 
there is neither male 
nor female : for ye are 
all one in Christ Jesus. 

29 And if ye le 


Christ’s, then are ye 
Abraham’s seed, and 
heirs according to the 
promise. 

CHAPTER IV. 

1 We vsere under the law till Chrisi 
came, as the heir is undei Ins gnar^ 
dian till he he of age 6 But Chi ist 
freed us from the law . 7 iherejoi e 
we are servants no longer to it 14 
lie lemembeieth then good will to 
him, and his to them, 22 and 
eth that we are the sons of Mi aham 
hy the/ieewoman, 

OW I say, Thai the 
heir, as long as he 
is a child, difiereth no- 
thing from a servant, 
though he be lord of 
all; 

2 But is under tutors 
and governors until the 
time appointed of the 
father. 

3 Even so we, when 
we were children, were 
in bondage under the 
elements of the world : 

4 But when the ful- 
ness of the time was 
come, God sent forth his 
Son, made of a woman, 
made imder the law, 

5 To redeem them 
that were under the 
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law, tliat we might re- 
ceive the adoptioa of 
sons. 

6 And because ye are 
sons, God hath sent 
forth the Spirit of his 
Son into your hearts, 
crying, Abba, Lather. 

7 Wherefora thou art 
no more a servant, but 
a son; and if a son, 
then an heir of God 
through Christ. 

8 Howbeit then, when 
ye knew not God, ye did 
service unto them which 
by nature are no gods. 

9 But now, after that 
ye have known God, 
or rather are kno\vn of , 
God, how turn ye again 
to the weak and beg- 
garly elements, wliere- 
uiito ye desire again to 
be in bondage ? 

10 Ye observe days, 
and months, and times, 
and years. 

11 1 am afraid of you, 
lest I have bestowed up- 
on you labour in vain 


12 Brethren, I be- 
seech you, be as I am; 
for I am as ye are : ye 
have not injured me 
at all. 

13 Ye know how 
through infirmity of 
the flesh I preached 
the gospel unto you at 
the first. 

14 And my tempta- 
tion which was m niy 
flesh ye despised not, 
nor rejected ; but re- 
ceived me as an angel 
of God, even as Christ 
Jesus. 

15 Where is then the 
blessedness ye spake 
of? for I bear you re- 
cord, that, if it had 
heen possible, ye would 
have plucked out your 
own eyes, and have 
given them to me. 

16 Am I therefore 
become your eiieiiiv, 
because I tell you the 
tiuth '2 

17 They zealously af- 
fect you, hut not well; 

II 3 
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yea, they would exclude 
you, that ye might af- 
fect them. 

18 But it is good to 
be zealously affected al- 
ways in a good thing ^ 
and not only when I 
am present ^vlth you. 

19 My little children, 
of whom I travail in 
birth again until Christ 
be formed in you, 

20 I desire to be pre- 
sent with you now, and 
to change my voice ; for 
I stand m doubt of you. 

21 Tell me, ye that de- 
sire to be under the law, 
do ye not hear the law? 

22 Bor it is written, 
that Abraham had two 
sons, the one by a bond- 
maid, the other by a 
freewoman. 

23 But he who was 
of the bondwoman was 
born after the flesh ; 
but he of the freewo- 
man was by promise, 

24 Which things are 
an allegory : for these , 


I are the two covenants ; 
the one from the mount 
Sinai, which gendereth 
to bondage, wMch is 
Agar. 

25 For this Agar is 
mount Sinai in Ara- 
bia, and answereth to 
J eiusalem which now 
is, and is in bondage 
with her cliildren. 

26 But Jerusalem 
wliich is above is free, 
which is the mother 
of us all. 

27 For it is written, 
Eejoice, thou barren 
that bearest not; break 
forth and cry, thou 
that travailest not : for 
the desolate hath many 
more children than she 
which hath an husband. 

28 Now we, brethren, 
as Isaac was, are the 
cliildren of promise. 

29 But as then he 
that was born after the 
flesh persecuted liimi^/m^ 
waslorn after the Spirit, 
even so it is now. 
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30 Nevertheless what 
saith the scripture ? 
Cast out the bondwo- 
man and her son : for 
the son of the bond- 
woman shall not be 
heir with the son of 
the freewoman. 

31 So then, brethren, 
we are not children of 
the bondwoman, but of 
the free. 

CHAPTEK V. 

1 Ke moveth them to stand tn their 
liberty 3 and not to Qh<ieive cii 
cumci&ion 13 biUrathei love which 
rs the bum of the law 19 He 'tecl - 
oneth up the of the fitbh, 22 

and the f) luts of the hpu it 25 and 
exhoitUh to walk m the Spirit 

TAND fast there- 
fore in the liberty 
wherewith Christ hath 
made ns free, and be 
not entangled again 
with the yoke of b^on- 
dage. 

2 Behold,*! Paul say 
nnto yon, that if ye be 
eircnmcised, Christ shall 
profit yon nothing. | 

3 For I testify again 
to eveiy man that is 
circnmcisod, that he is | 


a debtor to do the whole 
law. 

4 Christ is become 
of no effe^ nnto you, 
whosoever you W 
jnstified by the few ; ye 
are fallen from grace. 

5 For we through the 
Spirit wait for the 
hope of righteousness 
by faith. 

6 For in Jesus Christ 
neither circumcision a- 
vaileth any thing, nor 
uneirenmeision ; but 
faith which worketh 
by love. 

7 Ye did ran well; 
who did hinder yon 
that ye should not 
obev the truth *2 

8 This persuasion 

eth not of him that 
calleth you. 

9 A little leaven lea- 
veneth the whole 
lump. 

10 I have confidence 
in yon through the 
Lord, that ye mil be 
none otherwise mind- 
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ed: but he that troii- 
bleth yon shall hear 
Ms judgment, whoso- 
ever he be. 

11 And I, brethren, if 
I yet preach cireumei- 
sion, why do I yet suf- 
fer persecution *2 then is 
the offence of the cross 
ceased. 

12 I would they were 
even cut off wMch trou- 
ble you. 

13 For, brethren, ye 
have been called un- 
to liberty ; only Mse 
not liberty for an oc- 
casion to the flesh, but 
by love serve one an- 
other. 

14 For all the law is 
fulfilled in one word, 
emn in tMs ; Thou 

I shalt love thy neigh- 
bour as thyself. 

15 But if ye bite and 
devour one another, 
take heed that ye be 
not consumed one of 
another. 

16 Tim I say then, 


Walk in the Spirit, 
and ye shall not fulfil 
the lust of the flesh. 

17 For the flesh lust- 
eth against the Spirit, 
and the Spirit against 
the flesh : and these 
are contrary the one 
to the other : so that 
ye cannot do the things 
that ye would. 

18 But if ye be led of 
the Spirit, ye are not 
under the law. 

19 Now the works of 
the flesh are manifest, 
which are these ; Adul- 
tery, fornication, un- 
cleanness, lascivious- 
ness, 

20 Idolatry, witchcraft, 
hatred, variance, emu- 
lations, wrath, strife, 
seditions, heresies, 

21 Envyings, mur- 
ders, drunkenness, re- 
vellings, and such like : 
of the which I tell you 
before, as I have also 
told you in time past, 
that they which do such 
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tilings sliall not inherit 
the kingdom of God. 

22 But the fruit of the 
Spirit IS love, joy, peace, 
longsuffering, gentle- 
ness, goodness, faith, 

23 Meekness, temper- 
ance : agamst such there 
is no law. 

24 And they that are 
Christ’s have crucified j 
the flesh with the af- 
fections and lusts. 

25 If we live in the 
Spirit, let us also walk 
in the Spirit. 

26 Let us not be 
desirous of vain glory, 
provokmg one another, 
envying one anotlier. 

CHAPTEE YL 

1 lie movt th fliem to deal mildly with 
a brother that hath slipped, 2 and to 
heal one another’s hai den G to he 
liberal to their teacheii, ^ and not 
tcpw) y ot loell doing 12 He bhtivtth 
what they intend that pi each cii- 
cimcision lie gloutih in no- 
thing, sale in the aobs of Ohiibt 

RETHEEN, if a 
man be oveitaken 
m a fault, ye which are 
spiritual, restore such 
an one m the spirit of 
meekness ; considering 


I thyself, lest thou also 
I be tempted. 

I 2 Bear ye one an- 
other’s burdens, and 
so fulfil the law of 
Christ. 

3 For if a man think 
himself to be some- 
thing, when he is no- 
tliing, he deceiveth him- 
seK. 

4 But let every man 
prove his own .work, 
and then shall he have 
r^oicing in himself a- 
ilone, and not in an- 
other. 

5 For every man shall 
bear liis ovm burden. 

6 Let him that is 
taught in the word 
communicate unto him 
that teacheth in all 
good things. 

7 Be not deceived ; 
God is not mocked : 
for whatsoever a man 
soweth, that shall he 
also reap. 

8 For he that sowitli 
to Ins flesh sliall of the 
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flesh reap corruption ; 
but lie that soweth to 
the Spirit shall of the 
Spiiit reap life ever- 
lasting. 

9 And let us not he 
weary in well doing • for 
ill due season we shall 
r< ap, if we faint not. 

10 As we have there- 
fore opportunity, let us 
do good unto all men, 
especially unto them 
who are of the house- 
hold of faith. 

11 Ye see how large 
a letter I have written 
unto you with mine 
own hand. 

12 As many as desire 
to make a fair shew 
m the flesh, they con- 

Arain you to he eir- 
pumcised ; only lest 
they should suffer per- 
secution for the cross 
of Christ. 

13 For neither they 
themselves who are 
circumcised keep the 
law ; but dts.re to have 


you circumcised, that 
they may glory in your 
flesh, 

14 But God forbid 
that I should glory, 
save in the cross of 
our Lord Jesus Christ, 
by whom the world is 
crucified unto me, and 
I unto the world. 

15 For in Christ Jesus 
neither circumcision a- 
vaileth any thing, nor 
uncircumcision, hut a 
new creature. 

16 And as many as 
walk according to this 
rule, peace he on them, 
and mercy, and upon 
the Israel of God. 

17 From henceforth 

let no man trouble me : 
for I bear in my body 
the marks of the Lord 
Jesus. ^ 

18 Brethren, the grace 
of our Lord Jesus Christ 
he with your spirit. 
Amen.

1 After the S(dufafion 3 and t7ian7 s- 
ginnfffo) (he Uphewnu, ^7ie tieaf- 
cth oj 0111 elecfton, 6 and adopfion 
hn (juice, 11 which is tJie tine and 
pi oper fountain of man’<i salvafion 
1^ And because the hci{jht of tins 
mijsicry cannot easily he attained 
unto, 16 7ie puiyeth that they may 
come IS ^0 the full 1 nonledge and 
2Q possession tlieicof in Ghiist. 

P AUL, an apostle of 
Jesus Christ by the 
will of God, to the saints 
which are at Ephesus, 
and to the faithful in 
Christ Jesus : 

2 Grace he to you, 
and peace, from Gol 
our Father, and from 
the Lord Jesus Christ. 

3 Blessed he the God 
and Father of our Lord 
Jesus Christ, who hath 
blessed us with all spi- 
ritual ble^smgs in hea- 
venly places m Christ : 

4 According as he 
hath chosen us in liim 
before the foundation 
of the world, that we 
should be holy and 


without blame before 
him in love : 

5 Having predestinat- 
ed us unto the adop- 
tion of children by Je- 
sus Christ to himself, 
according to the good 
pleasure of his will, 

6 To the praise of the 
glory of his grace, where- 
m he hath made us ac- 
cepted in the beloved. 

7 In whom we have 
redemption through his 
blood, the forgiveness 
of sms, according to the 
riches of his grace ; 

8 Wherein he hath 
abounded toward us 
in all wisdom and pru- 
dence ; 

9 Having made known 
unto us the mystery of 
his will, according to 
his good pleasure which 
he hath purposed in 
himself : 
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10 That in the dis- 
pensation of the fnhiess 
of tunes he might ga- 
ther together in one 
all thmgs in Christ, 
both winch are m hea- 
ven, and which are on 
earth; e^minhim: 

11 In whom also we 
have obtained an in- 
heritance, being pre- 
destinated according to 
the purpose of him who 
worketh all things after 
the counsel of his own 
will : 

12 That we should 
be lu the praise of his 
glory, who first trusted 
in Christ. 

13 111 whom ye also 
trusted^ after that ye 
heard the word of truth, 
the gospel of your sal- 
vation: in whom also 
after that ye believed, 
ye were sealed with that 
holy Spirit of promise, 

14 'Which is the earn- 
est of our inheritance 
until the redemption of 


the purchased posses- 
sion, unto the praise of 
his glory. 

15 Wherefore I also, 
after I heard of your 
faith in the Lord Je- 
sus, and love unto all 
the saints, 

16 Cease not to give 
thanks for you, making 
mention of you in my 
prayers ; 

17 That the God of 
our Lord Jesus Christ, 
the Father of glory, 
may give unto you 
the spirit of wisdom 
and revelation in the 
knowledge of him : 

18 The eyes of your 
understanding being en- 
lightened; that ye may 
Imow what is the hope 
of his calhng,^ and what 
the riches of the glory 
of his inheritance in 
the saints, 

19 And what is the 
exceeding greatness of 
his power to us-ward 
who believe, according 
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to llie worldug of Ws 
miglity power, 

20 Wliici. lie wxouglit 
in Olrist, wlien lie 
raised liim from the 
dead, and set him at 
Ms own right hand in 
the heavenly places ^ 

21 Ear above all 
principality, and pow- 
er, and might, and do- 
minion, and every name 
that is named, not only 
in this world, but also 
in that wliieh is to come : 

22 And hath put all 
iliingz under his feet, 
and gave him io he the 
head over all things to 
the church, 

23 Which is his body, 
the fulness of liim that 
filleth all in all 

CHAPTER 11. 

1 By comparing what we tcere hy 
3 iiatme, with what we ate ^ hy 
grace 10 he declareth, that we 
are made for good works, and 
11 being brought near hy Ohriit, 
should not hie as 11 Gentiles, 
and 12 for signer h m time past, 
hut as lu Citizens with the saints, 
and the Januly of God 

A n D you hath he 
quickened^, who 


were dead in trespasses 
and sins ; 

2 Wherem in time past 
ye walked according to 
the course of this world, 
according to the prince 
of the power of the air, 
the spirit that now 
worketh in the chil- 
dren of disobedience : 

3 Among whom also 
we all had our conver- 
sation in times past in 
the lusts of our flesh, 
fulfilling the desiies of 
the flesh and of the 
mind ; and were hy 
nature the children of 
wrath, even as others. 

4 But ’ God, who it 
rich in mercy, for his 
great love wherewith 
he loved us, 

5 Even when we were 
dead in sins, hath 
quickened us together 
with Christ, (by grace 
ye are saved;) 

6 And hath raised us 
up together, and made 
us sit together in hea- 
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veiily flaees in Christ 
Jesus : 

7 That in the ages to 
come he might shew 
the exceeding riches of 
his grace in his Idnd- 
ness toward ns through 
Christ Jesns. 

8 For by grace are ye 
saved throughfaitli; and 
that not of yourselves : 
it is the gift of God : 

9 Not of works, lest 
any man should boast. 

10 For we are his 
worlnnansliip, created in 
Christ Jesus unto good 
works, wliieh God hath 
before ordained that we 
should walk in them. 

11 Wherefore remem- 
ber, that ye leing in 
time past Gentiles in 
the flesh, who are call- 
ed Uiicircumcision by 
that which is called 
the Circumcision in the 
flesh made by hands ; 

12 That at that time 
ye were without Christ, 
being aliens from the 


commonwealth of Is- 
rael, and strangers 
from the covenants of 
promise, having no 
hope, and without God 
in the world : 

13 But now in Christ 
Jesus ye who some- 
times were far off are 
made nigh by the 
blood of Christ. 

14 For he is our peace, 
who hath made both 
one, and hath broken 
down the middle wall 
of partition between us; 

15 Havmg abolished 
in his flesh the enmity, 
even the law of com- 
mandments contained in 
ordmances ; for to make 
in himself of twain one 
new man, so making 
peace ; 

16 And thatdie might 
reconcile both unto 
God in one body by 
the cross, having slain 
the enmity thereby: 

17 And came and 
preached peace to you 
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whicli were afar off, and 
to tliem that were mgh. 

18 Eor through him 
we both have access 
by one Spirit unto the 
Father. 

19 Now therefore ye 
are no more strangers 
and foreigners, but fel- 
lowcitizens with the 
saints, and of the 
household ot God ; 

20 And are built up- 
on the foundation of 
the apostles and j)ro- 
phets, Jesus Christ 
himself being the chief 
corner stone; 

21 In whom all the 
building fitly framed 
together groweth unto 
an holy temple in the 
Lord : 

22 In whom ye also 
are builded together for 
an habitation of God 
through the Spirit.

F O B this cause I 
Paul, the prisoner 
of Jesus Christ for you 
Gentiles, 

2 If ye have heard of 
the dispensation of the 
grace of God which is 
given me to you-ward : 

3 How that hy reve- 
lation he made known 
unto me the mystery ; 
(as I wrote afore in 
few words, 

4 Whereby, when ye 
read, ye may under- 
stand my knowledge in 
the mystery of Christ) 
5 Which in other ages 
was not made known 
unto the sons of men, as 
it is now revealed unto 
his holy apostles and 
prophets by the Spirit ; 

6 That the Gentiles 
should he fellowheirs, 
and of the same body, 
and partakers of his 
promise in Christ hy 
the gospel . 
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7 Wliereof I was made 
a minister, according to 
the gift of the grace of 
God given unto me by 
tlie eftectnal working of 
his power. 

8 Unto me, who am 
less than the least of 
all saints, is this grace 
given, that I should 
preach among the Gen- 
tiles the unsearchable 
riches of Chiist; 

9 And to make all 
men see what is the 
fellowship of the mys- 
tery, winch from the 
beguniing of the world 
hath been hid m God, 
who created all thmgs 
by Jesus Christ : 

10 To the intent that 
now unto the prmci- 
pahties and powers in 
heavenly_p/acc5 might be 
Imown by the churcli the 
mamfolcl wisdom of God, 

11 According to the 
eternal purpose which 
he purposed in Christ 
Jesus our Lord: 


12 In whom we have 
boldness and access 
with confidence by the 
faith of him. 

13 lATierefore I desire 
that ye fahit not at 
my tribulations for you, 
wliich is your glory. 

14 Eor this cause I 
bow my knees unto 
the Father of our Lord 
Jesus Christ, 

15 Of whom the whole 
family in heaven and 
earth is named, 

16 That he would 
grant you, according to 
the riches of his glory, 
to he strengthened with 
might by liis Spirit in 
the inner man ; 

17 That Christ may 
dwell in your hearts 
by faith; that ye, be- 
ing rooted and ground- 
ed in love, 

18 May be able to 
comprehend with all 
samts what is the 
breadth, and length, 
and depth, and height ; 
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19 And to know the 
love of Christ, which 
passeth knowledge, 
that ye might be M- 
ed with all the fulness 
of God. 

20 Now unto him 
that is able to do ex- 
ceeding abundantly a- 
bove all that we ask 
or tliink, according to 
the power that worketh 
in us, 

21 Unto him le glory 
in the church by Christ 
Jesus throughout all 
ages, world without 
end.

T THEESFOEE, the 
JL prisoner of the Lord, 
beseech you that ye 
walk worthy of the 
vocation wherewith ye 
are called, 

2 With all lowliness 


and meekness, with 
longsutfering, forbear- 
ing one another in love ; 

3 Endeavouring to 
keep the unity of the 
Spirit in the bond of 
peace. 

4 There is one body, 
and one Spirit, even 
as ye are called in one 
hope of your calling ; 

5 One Lord, one faith, 
one baptism, 

6 One God and Father 
of all, who is above all, 
and through all, and in 
you all. 

7 But unto every one 
of ns is given grace ac- 
cordhig to the measure 
of the gift of Christ. 

8 Wherefore he saith, 
When he ascended up 
on high, he led capti- 
vity captive, and gave 
gifts unto men. 

9 (Now that he as- 
cended, what is it but 
that he also descend- 
ed first into the lower 
parts of the earth 1 
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10 He tliat descended 
is the same also that 
ascended up far above 
all heavens, that he 
might fill all things ) 

11 And he gave some, 
apostles; and some, pro- 
phets ; and some, evan- 
g'ehsts ; and some, pas- 
tors and teachers ; 

12 Eor the perfecting 
of the saints, for the 
work of the ministry, 
for the edifying of the 
body of Christ : 

13 Till we all come in 
the unity of the faith, 
and of the knowledge 
of the Son of God, unto 
a perfect man, unto the 
measure of the stature of 
the fulness of Christ : 

14 That we henceforth 
be no more children, 
tossed to and fro, and 
carried about with 
every wind of doctrine, 
by the sleight of men, 
and cunning craftiness, 
whereby they He in 
wait to deceive ; 


15 But speaking the 
truth in love, may grow 
up into him m all 
things, which is the 
head, even Christ : 

16 From whom the 
whole body fitly join- 
ed together and com- 
pacted by that which 
every joint supplieth, 
accordmg to the ef- 
fectual vorldng in the 
measure of every part, 
maketh increase of the 
body unto the edify- 
ing of itself in love.

20 But ye have not 
so learned Christ; 

21 If so be that ye 
have heard him, and 
have been taught by 
him, as the truth is 
in Jesus : 

22 That ye put off 
concerning the former 
conversation the old 
man, which is corrupt 
according to the de- 
ceitful lusts ; 

23 And be renewed in 
the spirit of your mind ; 

24 And that ye put 
on the new man, wmch 
after God is created in 
righteousness and true 
holiness. ^ 

25 Wherefore putting 
away lying, speak eve- 
ry man truth with his 
neighbour : for we are 
members one of an- 
other. 


26 Be ye angry, and 
sin not : let not the 
sun go down upon your 
wrath : 

27 Neither give place 
to the devil. 

28 Let him that stole 
steal no more : but 
rather let him labour, 
working with Ms hands 
the th^mg which is 
good, that he may 
have to give to him 
that needeth. 

29 Let no corrupt 
communication proceed 
out of your mouth, 
but that which is good 
to the use of eMy- 
ing, that it may mi- 
nister grace unto the 
hearers. 

30 And grieve not 
the holy Spirit of God, 
whereby ye are sealed 
unto the day of re- 
demption. ' 

31 Let all bitterness, 
and wrath, and anger, 
and clamour, and evil 
speaking, be put away

lice : 

32 And be ye kind 
one to anotkex, tender-

B e ye therefore fol- 
lowers of God, as 
dear children; 

2 And walk in love, 
as Christ also hath 
loved us, and hath 
given himself for us 
an offering and a sa- 
crifice to God for a 
sweetsmellmg savour. 

3 But fornication, and 
•all uncleanness, or co- 
vetousness, let it not be 
once named among you, 
as becometh saints ; 

4 Neither filtliiness, 
nor foolish talldng, nor 


jesting, wliicli are not 
convenient: but rather 
giving of thanks. 

5 Eox this ye know, 
that no whoremonger, 
nor unclean person, 
nor covetous man, who 
is an idolater, hath 
any inheritance in the 
kmgdom of Christ and 
of God. 

6 Let no man deceive 
you With vain words : 
for because of these 
things cometh the 
wrath of God upon 
the cMldren of diso- 
bedience. 

7 Be not ye therefore 
partakers with them. 

8 For ye were some- 
times darkness, but 
now are ye light ui 
the Lord walk as 
children of Ifght : 

9 (For the fruit of 
the Spirit is in all 
goodness and righte- 
ousness and truth;) 

1 0 Proving what is ac- 
ceptable unto the Lord. 
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11 And have no fel- 
lowship wiih the nn- 
frmtfnl works of dark- 
ness, but rather re- 
prove them. 

12 For it is a shame 
even to speak of those 
things which are done 
of them in secret. 

13 But all things that 
are reproved are made 
manifest by the light: 
for whatsoever doth 
make manifest is light. 

14 Wherefore he 
saith, Awake thou that 
sleepest, and arise fiom 
the dead, and Christ 
shall give thee light,

walk circumspectly, not 
as fools, but as wise, 

16 Eedeeming the 
time, because the days 
are evil. 

17 Wherefore be ye 
not unwise, but under- 
standing what the will 
of the Lord is. 

18 And be not drunk 
with wme, wLerein is 


excess ; but be filled 
with the Spirit ; 

19 Spealdng to your- 
selves in psalms and 
hymns and spiritual 
songs, singing and ma- 
king melody in your 
heart to the Lord ; 

^20 Giving thanks al- 
ways for ail things un- 
to God and the Father 
in the name of our 
Lord Jesus Christ ; 

21 Submitting your- 
selves one to another 
in the fear of God. 

22 Wives, submit 
yourselves unto your 
own husbands, as unto 
the Lord. 

23 For the husband is 
the head of the wife, even 
as Christ is the head of 
the church : and he is 
the saviour of the body, 

24 Therefore as the 
church is subject unto 
Christ, so let the wives 
he to their own hus- 
bands in every thing. 

25 Husbands, love 
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about witli truth, and 
having on the breast- 
plate of righteousness ; 

15 And your feet shod 
with the preparation of 
the gospel of peace ; 

16 Above al], taking 
the slneld of faith, 
wherewith ye shall be 
able to quench all the 
fiery darts of themcked. 

17 And take the hel- 
met of salvation, and 
the sword of the Spi- 
rit, which IS the word 
of God : 

18 Praying always 
with all prayer and 
supplication in the 
Spirit, and watchuig 
thereunto with all per- 
severance and suppli- 
cation for all saints ; 

19 And for me, that 
utterance may be given 
unto me, that I may 
open my mouth bold- 
ly, to maive Imown the 
myshry of the gospel, 

20 For which I am an 


ambassador in bonds: 
that therein I may 
speak boldly, as I ought 
to speak. 

21 But that ye also 
may know my affairs, 
and how I do, Tychi- 
cus, a beloved brother 
and faithful minister 
in the Lord, shall 
make known to you all 
things : 

22 Whom I have sent 
unto you for the same 
purpose, that ye might 
know our affairs, and 
that he might comfoit 
your hearts.

CHAPTEE I. 

S Jle iesfifieth Ins fhanJ fulness fo 
(fed and Ins love towm d them foi 
the fruits ot tlmr faith, and fellow- 
ship in his suffa mgs, a daily pray- 
ing to him tor their inciease in 
gi ace 12 he sheweth what good the 
faith of Glnist had leceived by his 
ti ouhli s at Rome 21 and how ready 
he IS to gloi ifp Christ either by his 
life or death 21 eothoi ting them to 
unity, 28 and to foititude in per- 
secution 

P AUL and Timo- 
tlieuSj the servants 
of Jesus Christ, to all 
the saints in Christ 
Jesus which are at 
Philippi, with the bi- 
shops and deacons : 

2 Grace he unto you, 
and peace, from God 
our Lather, and from 
the Lord Jesus Chiist. 

3 I thank my God up- 
on every renlembranee 
of you, 

4 Always in every 
prayer of mine for you 
all makmg request mth. 

5 For your fellowship 


in the gospel from the 
first day until now ; 

6 Being confident of 
this very thing, that 
he which hath begun a 
good work in you will 
perform it until the day 
of Jesus Christ : 

7 Even as it is meet 
for me to think this of 
you all, because I have 
you in my heart ; inas- 
much as both in my 
bonds, and hi the de- 
fence and confirmation 
of the gospel, ye all are 
partakers of my grace. 

8 For God is my re- 
cord, how greatly I long 
after you all in the 
bowels of Jesns Christ. 

9 And tliis I pray, that 
your love may abound 
yet more and more in 
Imowledge and in all 
judgment ; 

10 That ye may ap- 
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prove things that are 
excellent ; that ye may 
he smcere and without 
offence till the day of 

C; M Ti * 

11 Being filled with 
the fruits of righteous- 
ness, which are hj Jesus 
Christ, unto the glory' 
and praise of God. 

12 But I would ye 
should understand, bre- 
thren, that the thmgs 
'ivhich happened unto 
me have fallen out ra- 
ther unto the further- 
ance of the gospel ; 

13 So that my bonds 
in Christ are manifest 
in all the palace, and 
in all other places ; 

14 And many of the 
brethren in the Lord, 
waxing confident by my 
bonds, are much more 
bold to speak the word 
without fear. 

15 Some indeed preach 
Christ even of envy 
and strife; and some 
also of good ^Ylll : 


16 The one preach 
Christ of contention, 
not sincerely, suppos- 
mg to add affliction to 
my bonds : 

17 But the other of 
love, knowing that I 
am set for the defence 
of the gospel. 

18 What then? not- 
withstandmg, every 
way, whether in pre- 
tence, or m truth, 
Christ is preached ; and 
I therein do rejoice, 
yea, and will rejoice. 

19 For I know that this 
shall turn to my salva- 
tion through your pray- 
er, and the supply of the 
Spirit of Jesus Christ, 

20 According to my 
earnest expectation and 
my hope, that in no- 
thing I shall be asham- 
ed, but that with all 
boldness, as always, so 
now also Christ shall 
be magnified in my 
body, whether it be by 
life, or by death. 
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21 For to me to live 
is Christ, and to die 
is gain. 

22 But if I live in 
the flesh, this is the 
fruit of my labour : yet 
what I shall choose I 
wot not. 

23 For I am in a 
strait betwixt two, hav- 
ing a desire to depart, 
and to be with Christ ; 
which is far better : 

24 Nevertheless to a- 
bide in the flesh is more 
needful for you. 

25 And having this 
confidence, I know that 
I shall abide and con- 
tinue with you all for 
your furtherance and 
joy of faith ; 

26 That your rejoic- 
ing may be more abun- 
dant in JestLS Christ 
for me by my coming 
to you again. 

27 Only let your con- 
versation be as it be- 
cometh the gospel of 
Christ : that whether 


I come and see you, 
or else be absent, I 
may hear of your af- 
fairs, that ye stand fast 
in one spirit, with one 
mind striving together 
for the faith of the 
gospel; 

28 And in notliing 
terrified by your ad- 
versaries : which is to 
them an evident token 
of perdition, but to you 
of salvation, and that 
of God. 

29 For unto you it is 
given in the behalf of 
Christ, not only to be- 
lieve on him, but also 
to sutFer for his sake ; 

30 Having the same 
conflict wliicli ye saw 
ill me, and now hear 
to he m me. 

CHAPTER IL 

1 He exlioi fetli them to mnfi/, fo 
all Inmihlem ss of mincl, hy the ex- 
ample of Ob'} i 'it's Immxhty and ex- 
altation 12 to a> cm efnl proceeding 
in the W 02 J of saliation, that they 
be Itffhfs to the ivicled rwr Id, 36 
and font forts to him their apostle, 
who IS now ready to he ofered up 
to God 19 He 1 opdh to send Timo- 
thy to them, whom he greatly com- 
Wfndeih, 21 as Jlpuphi ochtiis also, 
whom he pr esenily sendeth to them. 
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I P there le tlierefore 
any consolation in 
Christ, il‘ any comfort 
of love, if any fellow- 
ship of the Spirit, if any 
bowels and mercies, 

2 Pnlfil ye my joy, 
that ye be likeminded, 
having the same love, 
leing of one accord, of 
one mind. 

3 Let nothing le done 
through strife or vain- 
glory , but in lowli- 
ness of mmd let each 
esteem other better 
than themselves. 

4 Look not every man 
on his own things, but 
every man also on the 
things of others. 

5 Let this mind be in 
you, which was also in 
Christ Jesus : 

6 Who, being in the 
form of God, thought it 
not robbery to be equal 
with God: 

7 But made himself 
of no reputation, and 
took upon him the form 


of a servant, and was 
made in the hkeness of 
men : 

8 And being found in 
fashion as a man, he 
humbled himself, and 
became obedient unto 
death, even the death 
of the cross. 

9 Wherefore God also 
hath highly exalted 
him, and given him a 
name which is above 
every name : 

10 That at the name 
of Jesus every Imee 
should bow, of thiTigs 
in heaven, and things 
in earth, and things 
under the earth ; 

11 And that every 
tongue should confess 
that Jesus Christ is 
Lord, to the glory of 
God the Father. 

12 Wherefore, my be- 
loved, as ye have al- 
ways obeyed, not as in 
my presence only, but 
now much more in my 
absence, work out your 
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own salvation witli fear 
and trembling. 

13 For it is God wbicb 
worketb. in yon both to 
will and to do of his 
good pleasure. 

14 Do all things with- 
out mnrmurings and 
disputings : 

15 That ye may be 
blameless and haririless, 
the sons of God, without 
rebuke, in the midst of 
a crooked and perverse 
nation, among whom ye 
shine as lights in the 
world ; 

16 Holding forth the 
word of life ; that I 
may rejoice in the day 
of Christ, that I have 
not run in vam, neither 
laboured in vain. 

17 Yea, and if I be 
offered upon ^ the sacri- 
fice and service of your 
faith, I joy, and rejoice 
with you all. 

18 For the same cause 
also do ye joy, and re- 
joice with me. 


19 But I trust in the 
Lord Jesus to send Ti- 
motheus shortly unto 
you, that I also may 
be of good comfort, 
when I know your 
state. 

20 For I have no man 
hkeminded, who will 
naturally care for your 
state. 

21 For all seek their 
own, not the things 
which are Jesus Christ’s. 

22 But ye know the 
proof of him, that, as a 
son with the father, he 
hath served with me in 
the gospel. 

23 Him therefore I 
hope to send presently, 
so soon as I shall see 
how it will go with me. 

24 But I trust in the 
Lord that I also myself 
shall come shortly. 

25 Yet I supposed it 
necessary to send to 
you Epaphroclitus, my 
brother, and companion 
in labour, and fellow- 
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soldier, but your mes- 
senger, and lie that mi- 
nistered to my wants. 

26 For he longed after 
you all, and was full of 
heaviness, because that 
ye had heard that he 
had been sick. 

27 For indeed he was 
sick nigh unto death: 
but God had mercy on 
liim ; and not on liim 
only, but on me also, 
lest I should have sor- 
row upon sorrow. 

28 I sent liim there- 
fore the more carefully, 
that, when ye see him 
agam, ye may rejoice, 
and that I may be the 
less sorrowful 

29 Eeceive him there- 
fore in the Lord with 
all gladness ; and hold 
such in reputation : 

30 Because for the 
woik of Christ he was 
nigh unto death, not 
regarding his hfe, to 
supply your lack of 
service toward me. 


CHAPTEE III 

1 Se wmnefli them to beware of the 
false icc chei s of (he ci'icnmci- 
sion, 1 shcwmq that himself hath 
gieatpi cause than they to it list in 
the Righteousness of the law 7 
which notwithstanding he eounteth 
as dung and loss, to gam Chi isi and 
Jus Righteousness, 12 ihoim lu- 
h-noivltdgiiig his own imjKr/iction 
15 Ht exhoittth them to be thus 
•minded, 17 aiul to mutate h oi 1 ^ 
and to decline the ways of carnal 
Christians 

T^INALLY, ;ny bre- 
JO thren, rejoice in the 
Lord. To write the 
same things to you, to 
me indeed is not griev- 
ons, but for you it is 
safe. 

2 Beware of dogs, be- 
ware of evil workers, 
beware of the concision. 

3 For we are the cir- 
cumcision, which wor- 
ship God in the spirit, 
and rejoice in Christ 
Jesus, and have no con- 
fidence in the flesh. 

4 Though I might al- 
so have confidence in 
the flesh. If any other 
man tliinketh that he 
hath whereof he might 
trust in the flesh, I 
more : 
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5 Circumcised the 
eighth day, of the stock 
of Israel, of the tribe of 
Benjamin, an Hebrew 
of tiie Hebrews ; as 
touching the law, a 
Pharisee ; 

6 Concerning zeal, per- 
secuting the church ; 
touclnng the righteous- 
ness which is in the 
law, blameless. 

7 But what things 
were gain to me, those 
I counted loss for Christ. 

8 Yea doubtless, and 
I count all tilings lov^t 
loss for the excellency 
of the Imowledge of 
Christ Jesus my Lord * 
for whom I have sutfcr- 
ed the loss of all tlnngs, 
and do count them 
dung, that I may win 
Christ, ’ 

9 And be found in liim, 
not having mine own 
righteousness, winch is 
of the law, buf that 
which IS through the 
faith of Christ, the righ- 


teousness winch is of 
God by faith ; 

10 That I may know 
him, and the power of 
his resurrection, and 
the fellowship of his 
sufferings, being made 
conformable unto his 
death ; 

11 If by any means 
I might attam unto the 
resuirection of the dead. 

12 Not as though I 
had already attained, 
eitlier were already per- 
fect : but I follow after, 
if that I may appre- 
hend that for which 
also I am apprehended 
of Christ Jesus 

13 Brethren, I count 
not myself to have ap- 
prehended : but tlm 
one thing I do^ forget- 
ting those tilings winch 
are behind, and reach- 
ing forth unto those 
things which are be- 
fore, 

14 I press toward the 
mark for the prize of 
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tlie liigli calling of God 
in Christ Jesns, 

15 Let ns therefore, 
as many as he perfect, 
be thus minded: and 
if in any thing ye be 
otherwise minded, God 
shall reveal even tins 
unto you. 

16 Nevertheless, 
whereto we have al- 
ready attained, let ns 
walk by tlie same rule, 
let us mind the same 
tiling. 

17 Brethren, be fol- 
lowers together of me, 
and mark them which 
walk so as ye have ns 
for an ensample. 

18 (For many wnlk, 
of whom I have told 
you often, and now 
tell yon even weeping, 
that they are the ene- 
mies of the cross of 
Chiist : 

19 Whose end is de- 
stiuetion, wdiose God is 
their belly, and ^vhose 
glory is in their shame, 


who mind earthly 
things.) 

20 For our conversa- 
tion is in heaven ; from 
whence also we look for 
the Saviour, the Lord 
Jesns Christ : 

21 Who shall change 
onr vile body, that it 
may be fashioned like 
unto his glorious body, 
accordmg to the work- 
ing whereby he is a- 
ble even to subdue all 
thmgs unto himself, 

CHAPTEE IV. 

1 F> om pm iiculii') admonitions 4 fte 
pioceeaeth to general exhortations,

T HEEEFOEB, my 
brethren dearly be- 
loved and longed for, 
my joy and crown, so 
stand fast in the Lord, 
my dearly beloved. 

2 I beseech Enodias, 
and beseech Syntyche, 
that they be of the 
same mmd in the Lord. 
3 And I intreat thee 
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also, true yokefellow, 
help those women which 
laboured wibh me in the 
gospel, wth Clement 
also, and with other my 
fellowlabourers, whose 
names are in the book 
oflife.^ 

4 Rejoice in the Lord 
alway : and again I 
say, Rejoice. 

6 Let your modera- 
tion be known unto all 
men. The Lord is at 
hand. 

6 Ee careful for no- 
tliing ; but in every 
thing by prayer and sup- 
plication with thanks- 
giving let your requests 
be made known unto 
God. 

7 And the peace of 
God, which passeth all 
understandhig, shall 
keep your hearts and 
mmds through Christ 
Jesus. 

8 Finally, brethren, 
whatsoever things are 
true, whatsoever things 


are honest, whatsoever 
things are just, what- 
soever things a/re pure, 
whatsoever things are 
lovely, whatsoever 
things are of good re- 
port; if there he any 
virtue, and if there he 
any praise, think on 
these thmgs. 

9 Those things, which 
ye have both learned, 
and received, and heard, 
and seen in me, do : and 
the God of peace shall 
be with you. 

10 But I rejoiced in 
the Lord greatly, that 
now at the last your 
care of me hath flou- 
rished again ; wherein 
ye were also careful, 
but ye lacked oppor- 
tunity. 

11 Not that I speak 
in respect of want for 
I have learned, ui what- 
soever state I am, there-- 
ivith to be content. 

321 know both how to 
be abased, and I know 
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how to ahotind* every 
where and in all things 
I am instructed hoth to 
be full and to be linn- 
gry, hoth to abound and 
to suffer need. 

13 I can do all things 
through Christ which 
strengthencth me. 

14 Notwithstanding ye 
have well done, that ye 
did commnmeate with 
my affliction. 

15 Now ye Philip- 
pians know also, that 
in the beginning of the 
gospel, when I depart- 
ed from Macedonia, no 
church commun’ cated 
with me as concerning 
givhig and receivmg, 
blit ye only. 

16 For even in Thes- 
saloniea ye sent once 
and agam unto my 
necessity. 

17 Not because I de- 
sire a gift . but I desire 
fruit that may abound 
to your account. 


18 But I have all, and 
abound: I am full, hav- 
ing received of Epa- 
pliroditus the tlnngs 
loliich were sent from 
you, an odour of a sweet 
smell, a sacrifice ac- 
ceptable, wellpleasing to 
God. 

19 But my God shall 
supply all your need ac- 
cording to his riches in 
glory by Christ Jesus. 

20 Now unto God and 
our Bather he glory for 
ever and ever. Amen. 

21 Salute every saint 
in Christ Jesus. The 
brethren which are with 
me greet you. 

22 All the saints sa- 
lute you, chiefly they 
that are of Caesar’s 
household. 

23 The grace of our 
Lord Jesus Christ he 
with you all. Amen.

CHAPTEK 1. 

1 Aftei mlufation he ihattUfh God 
So'i their faith, 7 confii mcth the 
docfum of L^fphuis 9 piaytfh 
j^mther foi thai hicjen<ie in giace, 
li descnbeth the U ue Chiist, P en- 
comageth them to feceiie Jesns

P AUL, an apostle of 
Jesus Clirist by the 
will of God, and Ti- 
motheus our brother, 

2 To the saints and 
faitliful brethren . in 
Christ which are at 
Colosse : Grace he un- 
to you, and peace, from 
God our Father and 
the Lord Jesus Christ. 

3 We give thanks to 
God and the Father of 
our Lord Jesus Christ, 
praying always for you, 
4 Since we heard of 
your faith in Christ 
Jesus, and of the love 
^vliich ye have to all 
the saints, ’ 

5 For the hops which 
is laid up for you in 


heaven, whereof ye 
heard before m the 
word of the truth of 
the gospel ; 

6 Winch IS come unto 
you, as it is in all the 
world ; and bringeth 
forth fruit, as it doth 
also in you, since the 
day ye heard of ii^ and 
knew the grace of God 
in truth : 

7 As ye also learned 
of Epaphras our dear 
fellowservant, who is 
for you a faithful mi- 
nist u of Christ ; 

8 Who also declared 
unto us your love in 
the Spirit 

9 For this cause we 
also, smce the day we 
heard it^ do not cease 
to prav for you, and to 
desire that ye might be 
filled vilh the know- 
ledge of lus will in all 
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wisdom and spiritual 
understanding ; 

10 That ye might 
walk worthy of the 
Lord unto all pleasing, 
being fruitful m every 
good work, and increas- 
ing in the knowledge of 
God; 

11 Strengthened with 
all might, according to 
Iris glorious power, un- 
to all patience and long- 
suffering with joyful- 
ness ; 

12 Giving tlianks un- 
to the Father, winch 
hath made us meet to 
be partakers of the in- 
heritance of the samts 
in light : 

13 Who hath deliver- 
ed us from the power 
of darlaiess, and hath 
translated us into the 
kingdom of his dear 
3on : 

14 In whom we have 
redemption through liis 
blood, even the forgive- 
ness of sins . 


15 Wlio is the image 
of the invisible God, 
the firstborn of every 
creature : 

16 For by him were 
all things created, that 
are in heaven, and that 
are m earth, visible and 
invisible, whether tlmj 
be thrones, or domini- 
ons, or principalities, 
or powers all things 
were created by liim, 
and for him : 

If And he is before 
all thuigs, and by him 
all things consist. 

18 And he is the head 
of the body, the church : 
who is the beginning, 
the firstborn from the 
dead ; that in all things 
he might have the pre- 
eminence. 

19 For it"‘pleased the 
Father that in him 
should all fulness dwell ; 

20 And, having made 
peace through the blood 
of his Cl OSS, by him to 
reconcile all tlimgs un- 
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to Hmself; by bim, I 
say, whether they he 
things in earth, or things 
in heaven. 

21 And yon, that were 
sometime alienated and 
enemies in your mind 
by wicked works, j^et 
now hath he reconciled 

22 In the body of his 
flesh through death, to | 
present you holy and 
unblameable and unre- 
proveable in his sight: I 

23 If ye continue 
in the faith grounded 
and settled, and he not 
moved away from the 
hope of the gospel, 
Vv^lnch ye have heard, 
and which was preach- 
ed to every creature 
which is under hea- 
ven ; whereof I Paul 
am made a minister ; i 

24 Who now rejoice 
in my sufferings for 
you, and fill up that 
which is behind of the 
afflictions of Christ in 
my flesh for his body’s 


sake, which is the 
church : 

25 Whereof I am 
made a minister, ac- 
cording to the dispen- 
sation of God w^hich is 
given to me for you, to 
Mfil the word of God; 

26 Even the mystery 
which hath been hid 
from ages and from 
generations, but now 
is made manifest to his 
saints : 

27 To whom God 
would make known 
what is the riches of 
the glory of this mys- 
tery among the Gen- 
tiles ; wMch is Chiist 
in you, the hope of 
glory : 

28 Whom we preach, 
warning every man, 
and teaching every 
man in all wisdom ; 
that we may present 
every man perfect in 
Christ Jesus : 

29 Whereunto I also 
labour, striving accord- 
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ing to his working, 
winch worketh in me 
mightily, 

CHAPTEE IL

I would that ye 
Jj Imew what great 
conflict I have for you, 
and for them at Lao- 
dicea, and for as many 
as have not seen my 
face in the flesh ; 

2 That their hearts 
might be comforted, 
bemg knit together in 
love, and unto all rich- 
es of the full assur- 
ance of understanding, 
to the acknowledgement 
of the mystery of God, 
and of the Father, and 
of Christ ; 

3 In whom are hid all 
the treasures of vdsdom 
and knowledge. 

4 And this I say, lest 
any man should be- 
guile you with enti- 
emg words. 


5 For though I be 
absent in the flesh, 
yet am I with you in 
the spirit, joying and 
beholdmg your order, 
and the stedfastiiess of 
your faith in Christ. 

6 As ye have there- 
fore received Christ 
Jesus the Lord, so walk 
ye in him : 

7 Looted and built 
up in him, and stab- 
lished in the faith, as 
ye have been taught, 
abounding therein vith 
thanksgivmg. 

8 Beware lest any 
man spoil you through 
philosophy and vain 
deceit, after the tradi- 
tion of men, after the 
rudiments of the work!, 
and not after Christ. 

9 For m'him dwell- 
eth all the fulness of 
the Godhead bodily. 

10 And ye are com- 
plete m him, which 
is the head of all prin- 
cipahty and power : 
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11 In whom also ye 
are circniacised mth 
tlie circumcision made 
witlioiit hands, in put- 
ting off the body of the 
sins of the flesh by the 
ciicnineision of Christ : 

12 Buried with b‘m 
in baptism, wherein 
also ye are risen with 
him through the faith 
of the operation of God, 
who hath raised him 
from the dead. 

13 And you, being 
dead in your sins and 
the uncircumcision of 
your flesh, hath he 
quickened together 
with him, having for- 
given you all tres- 
passes ; 

14 Blotting out the 
handwriting of ordi- 
nances that ^vas against 
us, which was contrary 
to us, and took it out 
of the way, nailing it 
to liis cross ; 

15 And having*' spoil- 
ed principalities and 


powers, he made a 
shew of them openly, 
triumpliing over them 
in it. 

16 Let no man there- 
fore judge you in meat, 
or in drink, or in re- 
spect of an holyday, 
or of the new moon, or 
of the sabbath daijs: 

17 Which are a sha- 
dow of things to come ; 
but the body is of 
Christ. 

18 Let no man be- 
guile you of your re- 
ward in a voluntary 
humility and worship- 
ping of angels, intrud- 
ing into those things 
which he hath not 
seen, vainly puffed up 
by his fleshly mind, 

19 And not holding 
the Head, from which 
all the body by joints 
and bands havmg nou- 
rishment ministered, 
and knit together, in- 
creaseth vith the in- 
crease of God. 
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20 Wterefore if ye "be 
dead mtli Clirist from 
tlie rudiments of tlie 
world, why, as though 
living in the world, 
are ye subject to or- 
dinances, 

21 (Touch not ; taste 
not ; handle not ; 

22 Which all are to 
perish vith the usmg ;) 
after the command- 
ments and doctrines of 
men? 

23 Which things have 
indeed a shew of wis- 
dom in will worship, 
and humihty, and ne- 
glecting of the body; 
not in any honour to die 
satisfying of the flesh. 

CIIAPTEU III.

I F ye then be risen 
vnth Christ, seek 
those things wliich are 
above, where Christ sit- 
teth on the right hand 
of God. 


2 Set your affection 
on things above, not on 
things on the earth. 

3 For ye are dead, 
and your life is hid 
with Christ in God. 

4 When Christ, ivlio is 
our hfe, shall appear, 
then shall ye also ap- 
pear with him in glory. 

5 Mortify therefore 
your members which 
are upon the earth ; for- 
nication, uncleanness, 
inordinate affection, 
evil concupiscence, and 
covetousness, which is 
idolatry : 

6 For which things’ 
sake the wrath of God 
cometh on the children 
of disobedience : 

7 In the which ye also 
walked some time, when 
ye lived in "them. 

8 But now ye also put 
off all these ; anger, 
wrath, malice, blas- 
phemy, filthy commu- 
nication out of your 
mouth. 
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9 Lie not one to an- 
otlier, seeing that ye 
have pnt off the old 
man with his deeds ; 

10 And have put on 
the new man, which is 
reneY/ed in knowledge 
after the image of him 
that created him : 

11 Where there is nei- 
ther Greek nor Jew, 
circumcision nor nneir- 
cmncision, Barbarian, 
Scythian, bond nor free : 
but Christ is all, and 
in all. 

12 Pnt on therefore, 
as the elect of God, 
holy and beloved, bow- 
els of mercies, Idnd- 
ness, humbleness of 
mhid, meekness, long- 
snffermg ; 

13 Forbearing one 
another, and forgiving 
one another, if any 
man have a c[narrel 
against any : even as 
Christ forgave*' yon, so 
also do ye. 

11 And above all these 


things ^ui on charity, 
which is the bond of 
perfectness. 

15 And let the peace 
of God rule in yonr 
hearts, to the which 
also ye are called in 
one body; and be ye 
thankful. 

16 Let the word of 
Christ dwell in you 
richly in all wisdom ; 
teaching and admon- 
ishing one another in 
psalms and hymns and 
spiritual songs, sing- 
mg with grace in your 
hearts to the Lord. 

17 And whatsoever 
ye do in word or deed, 
do all in the name of 
the Lord Jesus, giving 
thanks to God and the 
Father hy him. 

18 Wives, submit 
yourselves unto your 
own husbands, as it is 
fit in the Lord. 

19 Husbands, love 
yonr wves, and he not 
bitter against them. 
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20 ChildreiLj obey your 
parents in all things : 
for this is well pleasing 
unto the Lord 

21 Fathers, proYoke 
not your children to 
anger, lest they be dis- 
couraged. 

22 Servants, obey in 
all things \joiir masters 
according to the flesh ; 
not with eyeservice, 
as menpleasers ; but 
in singleness of heart, 
fearing God : 

23 And whatsoever ye 
do, do it heartily, as 
to the Lord, and not 
unto men ; 

24 Knowing that of 
t the Lord ye shall re- 
I ceive the reward of 

the inheritance : for 
ye serve the Lord 
Christ. 

25 But he that doeth 
wrong shall receive 
for the wrong which 
he hath done : and 
there is no respect of 
persons. 


CnAPTEE lY. 

1 He exhort eth them to he feiient

M asters, give

6 Let jouT speech he 
alway 'vith grace, sea- 
soned with salt, that 
ye may know how ye 
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mglit to answer every 
nan. 

7 All my state sliall 
rycMcns declare unto 
^^ 011 , who is a beloved 
Diother, and a faithful 
ninister and fellowser- 
^ant in the Lord : 

8 Whom I have sent 
into you for the same 
Durpose, that he might 
mow your estate, and 
jomfort your hearts ; 

9 With Onesimus, a 
aithful and beloved 
Drother, who is one of 
nil. They shall make 
mown unto you all 
things which are done 
lere. 

10 Aristarchus my 
ellowprisoner saluteth 
nu, and Marcus, sis- 
er’s son to Barnabas, 
touching whom ye re- 
ieived comniandments : 
f he come iv^to you, 
'eceive him ;) 

11 And Jesus’S "^hich 
s called Justus, who 
ire of the circumcision. 


These only are my fel- 
loww^'orkers unto the 
kingdom of God, which 
have been a comfort 
unto me. 

12 Epaphras, wdio is 
one of you, a servant 
of Christ, saluteth you, 
always labouring fer- 
vently for you in pray- 
ers, ihat ye may stand 
perfect and complete in 
all the will of God. 

13 For I bear him re- 
cord, that he hath a 
great zeal for you, and 
them ihat are in La- 
odicea, and them in 
Hierapolis. 

14 Luke, the beloved 
physician, and Demas, 
greet you. 

15 Salute the bre- 
thren winch are in La- 
odieea, and Nymphas, 
and the church which 
is in his house. 

16 And when this e- 
pistle is read among 
you, cause that it be 
read also in the church
